The 31st Annual Exposition of the American Royal Live Stock 
Show held at the stock yards at Kansas City, November 16th to 
934, 1929, proved one of the finest expositions ever held under that 
management. There were fourteen exhibitors in the breeding sec- 
tion for Aberdeen-Angus cattle; of this number six showed full 
nerds; some of these exhibitors showed two and three entries in a 
single class. As a result, the 1929 show proved the largest and 
best, from the standpoint of quality, held west of Chicago in many 
a year. Professor W. L. Blizzard, of the Oklahoma A. & M. Col- 
lege, tackled the job of placing the breeding classes after the 
fashion of an old hand at 
the business. Here and 
there his hand fell hard, 
sometimes causing the ex- 
hibitors to wonder if he 
was seeing their cattle as 
theysaw them themselves. 
However when the job 
had been finished all 
agreed that he had done 
a very fine piece of work. 

The six aged bulls to 

t the judge were a 
sight to behold. Most ev- 
ery one in the set had 
some time this season 
drawn a purple champion- 
ship ribbon in hot com- 

y. As at Omaha the 
fight for the big blue rib- 
bon simmered down to a 
round between Eileenmere 
lith and Excelsior Mar- 
shall 8d with the other 
four bulls looking on and 
not much interested in the 
tickets they were to draw. 
It required no little time 
to determine between the 
two mentioned. If any- 
thing, the fight was a bit 
more tense than at Omaha 
—the younger bull chal-

as they had previously gone. Revolution 84th, a very smooth young- 


ster of great promise, headed the list and he was closely followed .

Harlan, Iowa, on December 10th and 11th where he will appear as 
one of the outstanding attractions. 

The gallery and the aisles were packed at the Royal all through 
the showing of the breeding classes, a better attendance or a more 
appreciative audience would be hard to imagine. More interest in 
all cattle, and more by far than usual was shown in the Aberdeen- 
Angus division. When the bull groups came forward spectators 
swarmed that end of the arena; contemporary breed enthusiasts 
left their showings and came over to take a look at the Bonnie 
Blacks. There were six sets out in each the two and the three bull 
groups and they not only looked well but they showed more than 
the usual amount of quality and attractiveness. In fact, the Aber- 
deen-Angus bull show made a great hit with the visitors. A large 
number of inquirers lingered in the Aberdeen-Angus alleys and the 
men with the cattle are of the opinion that a lot of good new busi- 
ness will result.

Royal Sale 


As the hour neared for 
the opening of the auction 
sale of Aberdeen-Angus 
breeding cattle at the 
American Royal Stock 
Show on Tuesday, Novem- 
ber 19th, the crowd began 
to assemble at the sales 
pavilion. By the time 
Col. Kraschel mounted the 
block the house was jam- 
med by a crowd whose 
faces did not register the 
thoughts of their owners. 
Sober as a gang of poker 
players they sat upon the 
seats and awaited action 
in the ring. The bidding 
was snappy but no one 
seemed to crave raising 
the ante to a worthwhile 
amount. As a result many 
of the contributors would 
have been dollars, and in some instances, 
many of them, ahead had they left their 
cattle at home and sold them over the block. 

As was the case at Omaha this was an- 
other instance where it paid the buyers to 
be present. With but few exceptions the 
cattle were presented in just fair condition 
and of course they were penalized accord- 
ingly. Many a young bull went at market 
prices as did a number of the females, and 
yet they were the sort that would go out 
and make good anywhere—just too thin to 
sell at a stock show where folks had been 
looking at the highly fitted, smooth coated 
cattle in the show ring. 

St. Albans Farms, of Becker, Missouri, 
were. there to buy. cows and they surely 
made some excellent selections, among them

WANT TO HELP DO A LITTLE 
MISSIONARY WORK FOR THE BREED? 

There are those who condemn the idea of trying to interest 
men and women in pure bred breeding cattle of any sort. There 
are others who devote no small amount of 
time and money in an endeavor to place up- 
on every farm in the country a bunch of 
dairy cows, no matter what kind or quality 
just so they carry that title, but there are 
practically none outside the ranks of the 
breeders themselves trying to promote the 
beef industry upon the farms of this land. 
Missouri’s “Success Farm” display at the 
American Royal, which by the way is being 
toted about the country by the Wabash rail- 
way system and displayed to the farmers 
along their right of way, is about the only 
real constructive piece of work that is being 
done for the beef breeds today outside the 
experiments at colleges, experiment stations 
and a few demonstration farms. 

In the face of such strong support for 
the dairy breeds is it not about time that 
the supporters of beef cattle took it upon 
themselves to do a bit of boosting—a bit of 
missionary work—the field is wide and 
scarcely penetrated by beef cattle interests. 
There are a number of Aberdeen-Angus

Concerning the recent movement to increase to 25 cents per 

car the levy for educational purposes whereby meat and meat pro- 

ducts is to be favorably brought to the attention of the American 

housewife, the Kansas City Drovers Telegram of November 19th, 


- has this to say Editorially and the Journal believes it hits the nail 


squarely on the head: 

“Stockmen of this territory, banded together in the Interstate 
Live Stock Feeders’ and Producers’ association, took an important 
and progressive step at their meeting during the Ak-Sar-Ben show 
when they voted, through their representatives, to increase to 25 
cents per car of stock marketed the assessment which they make on 
themselves to provide funds for educating the public as to the 
goodness of meat. How far-reaching the ultimate effects of this 
move may be no one can tell at this time. Certainly it is deserving 
the support of every stockman, be he breeder or feeder of cattle, 
hogs or sheep. 

“Other lines of agriculture already have carried out this idea 
of advertising their products with funds raised by levying a small 
assessment on each package or unit marketed, and they have met 
with great success. The list of in- 
stances where demand for a food 
commodity has been increased sev- 
eral fold through educational ad- 
vertising is a large and growing 
one. Unfortunately for the live 
stock producer many of these cam- 
paigns have been put on at the di- 
rect or indirect expense of meat 
which, by reason of its natural 
popularity as a food, has been the 
favorite target of advertisers and 
food faddists in extolling the val- 
ues of their own products and 
ideas. 
“At last the live stock grow- 
ers and feeders have begun a ser- 
ious effort to combat the adverse 
publicity that meat has been given 
by organizing a campaign of their 
own. If supported wholeheartedly 
and unanimously, their efforts are 
all the more certain of success be- 
cause of the very popularity of 
meat with consumers until their 
attention was forcibly distracted to

Blackbird of Page 4th finally 
secured the purple ticket and was then forc- 
ed to go up against Blackbird of Pinehurst 
5th the senior champion in the finals. 
Again the wonderfully smooth two year old 
came away with the spoils, thus she had 
been made senior and grand champion of 
what was undoubtedly the strongest and 
best Aberdeen-Angus show ever staged west 
of Chicago—at least for many years. 

More beautiful, or more attractive group- 
ings would be difficult to imagine than ap- 
peared in the get of sire, aged herd, year- 
ling herd and pair of calves, all of which 
were won by Harrison & Ryan, of Harlan, 
Iowa, with the Gartley Stock Farm stand- 
ing second in the first three sets and Cong- 
don & Battles second in the last group. 

The climax to this great gathering took 
place on Wednesday evening when the 
groups of ten from one herd went into com- 
petition for the trophies offered the differ- 
ent breeds. The house was packed to the 
roof, no one else could find a seat and the 
rail was jammed. The 
arena reminded one of a 
neat sardine pack, so ar- 
tistically were the groups 
of ten Herefords, Short- 
horns and Aberdeen-An- 
gus arranged in the oval 
arena. How many there 
were would be difficult 
to say—but there were 
enough, all the place 
would hold. Each breed 
judge selected his own 
winner, and the cups were 
offered accordingly. We 
were proud of the upper 
end of the ring where 
stood six wonderful groups 
of Aberdeen-Angus. The 
other groups were pretty, 
even they were attractive 
and inspiring to the last 
degree, but those Doddies 
—lovely creatures stand- 
ing in perfect alignment 
held their end of the arena 
spellbound. Judge Blizzard 
scratched his head and 
studied a long time before 
he decided which was to 
be called the better group. 
They were all splendid but 
the uniformity, and the 
‘ splendid fashion in which 
Billy Edwards presented the Hartley string 
carried for him the top honors. Billy’s cat- 
tle were about of a size, both as to height, 
and length of body, and they were quite 
similar in age—when the tail heads all lin- 
ed up the heads were in perfect line too. A 
straightedge over their backs would have 
touched every one at the same time. They 
looked like they had been cut over the same 
pattern. Had there been a grand champion- 
ship over all breeds these babies would have 
defended the black banner magnificently. 

There was something peculiar and yet 
very interesting in the get of sire classes 
that is worthy of being brought to the at- 
tention of readers. Viz: The battle in this 
section amounted to nothing more than a 
contest between the bloodlines of Earl Mar- 
shall and Prizemere 9th, the six groups rep- 
resenting these two bulls.

Prof. Rusk said the dif- 
ference in the top calves 
was a matter for most im- 
portant consideration— 
breed type or condition of 
flesh. Raymond’s calf car- 
ried the ideal type and 
Sarah’s calf the ideal con- 
dition of flesh. It was a 
great pair of calves at the 
top of this class. 

The grand championship 
was easily and quickly de- 
cided in favor of the To- 
lan calf and the reserve 
grand championship went 
to a white Shorthorn from 
Missouri. 

Sarah Ann shed a tear 
as she stroked the glossy 
sides of her champion pal, 
Brilliant Boy, when he 
went over the scales and 
into the auction _ring 
where this fine 1110 pound 
calf was sold to the Wa- 


per hundred pounds, net- 
ting approximately $500. 


In addition he had earned $75.00 in prem- 
ium money. 

The reserve champion, a white Shorthorn, 
sold at $19.00 a hundred and the winning 
Hereford sold at $18.50 a hundred. Ray- 
mond Mobley whose steer had been the run- 
nerup in the Aberdeen-Angus class was paid 
$20.00 per hundred by the Mark Twain Ho- 
tel of St. Louis. Last year Raymond had 
showed the grand champion steer which was 
sold at the record price of $185.00 per hun- 
dredweight. 

Another calf from the Mobley herd which 
had been sold to a boy in Adams county, Il- 
linois, won seventh place and Young Wil- 
liam Mobley the junior member of the firm 
placed his calf in tenth position. Last year 
the Mobley boys won first, second, third 
and fifth places together with the cham- 
pionship at this same show.

Kansas-Missouri Meet. 

About fifty breeders and friends met in 
joint session at the Hoof and Horn Club at 
the Stock Yards at Kansas City, on Tues- 
day evening, to discuss Aberdeen-Angus af- 
fairs and to become better acquainted one 
with the other. A very fine banquet was 
served at 6:30 p. m. which was followed 
with a series of short toasts and speeches 
from various members of the two state 
breeders associations and friends present. 

Prof. McIntosh, of the Kansas Agricul- 
tural College acted in the capacity of toast- 
master and did himself proud. Among those 
to speak were Prof. Trowbridge of the Uni- 
verisity of Missouri, animal husbandry de- 
partment, who talked briefly of the “Suc- 
cess Farm” display at the American Royal, 
calling attention to the wondedful results 
this display are bringing about. Henry 
Brayton, owner of the cattle used in the 
display which is being made by the Wa- 
bash railway system, and his coworkers P. 
F. Schowengerdt, director of agricultural 
development for the Wabash together with 
the county agent from 
Madison County, Mr. 
Brayton’s home, spoke 
concerning the purpose of 
the display. 

Kenneth McGregor of 
the Hartley Stock Farms 
made the real cattle talk 
of the evening. He lauded 
the splendid work being 
done with the “Success 
Farm” display and spoke 
optimistically of the fu- 
ture cattle industry. In 
his opinion breeders are 
making a mistake in try- 
ing to keep and develone 
too many bulls for breed- 
ing purposes. Fewer bulls 
and better bulls seems to 
be his slogan. It was his 
belief that a vast major- 
ity of the bulls dropped 
each year would return to 
their owners far more 
profit if castrated and 
handled in a commercial 
way than they do when 
kept and cared for and 
sold out for breeding pur- 
poses, and usually at a 
mere pittance above mar- 
ket values.

per pound. Then Col. P. M. Cross who was 
in. the auction box announced a pause for a 
rest of a moment. The air was tense. Ev- 
eryone knew that auction ring records for 
calf sales was being made. Moving pic- 
ture machines were being cranked. A bat- 
tery of flash lights was booming away. 
Klieg lights played on the calf, and Lester 
Ljungdahl, brother of the dead boy, who 
was showing Crestview Alec 5th in the 
ring, and on William Ljungdahl, the father. 

A man rushed up and said “I can not buy 
your calf but here’s $100.00 to add to the 
memorial fund.” Instantly there were 
shouts of other $100.00 donations. Six 
hundred dollars were added in less than 60 
seconds. Then $50.00 gifts came from the 
audience, a lot of them, and then $25.00 
gifts. Ruby Howell, of Mayette, Kansas, 
who showed her Hereford calves against 
Warren’s Aberdeen-Angus calves in many 
Kansas shows, called down a gift from -far 
up in the ampitheatre seats. W. D. Gib- 
son, of the Union Pacific Railway called a 
gift as a memorial to his little daughter 
Beth Lane Gibson who died recently. Oth- 


er fathers and mothers called gifts in mem- 
ory of children whom they had lost. 

Cattle buyers in the stock yards, commis- 
sion men, yard boys, other 4-H boys and 
girls who were selling calves in the show, 
railway representatives, packing house 
managers and dressed beef men, farmers, 
horse and mule men who had come in from 
the horse and mule market, moving picture 
and newspaper men, state agricultural col- 
lege men and teachers, gave gifts to be 
added to the memorial fund. The calf was 
then sold. To the auction price paid by 
two Kansas City restaurant men was added 
the sum of all the donations and it was 
found that Crestview Alec 5th had sold for 
the world’s record price of $8.02 per pound. 

And the memory of the country’s most 
noted 4-H calf feeder, fitter and exhibitor, 
and the west and central west’s most out- 
standing farm boy is to be perpetuated 
through Mercy Hospital’s great research 
laboratory, the first big donation to the 
laboratory and a little Aberdeen-Angus calf 
led the way to this remarkable demonstra- 
tion of the realization of the worth of a 
farm boy.

Easy Pickings for Men Present 


Omaha proved a mighty poor place to 
hold a public auction as was clearly de- 
monstrated during the Ak-Sar-Ben show. 
The breeders’ sale held on Tuesday after- 
noon, November 5th, was not well attended 
and the men who did come failed to do much 
bidding. Strange as it may seem the bulls 
for the most part as well as the majority 
of the females sold at about $100.00 per 
head below what they could have been pur- 
chased for at private treaty. Men sat on 
the seats and let young bulls pass through 
the ring at $150 to $200 each that they 
would and do pay from $200 to $250 per 
round for in lots of five and ten at a time 
right in the same owner’s yards. 

In spite of this situation there were a few 


reasonably fair sales made. Mrs. Irene 
Brown of Rose Hill, Iowa, topped the bull 
sale when she paid $505.00 tor Briarcliff 
Buxom 427206, a bull that had won many 
firsts and seconds in hot company at the big 
shows this season. He was sired by Rev- 
elerica one of the best sons of the Interna- 
tional grand champion Blackcap Revolution 
that we have seen in service. Another son 
ot this same bull, also offered by Briarcliff 
Farms, sold to John Carr of O’Niel, Nebras- 
ka, at $400.00. This bull, Briarcliff Elban 
2d, is a full brother to Briarcliff Elban, 
junior champion at the 1926 International. 
Mr. Carr also made several other purchases.

“ tanding success in producing 
Be Frome on a Monroe County farm has 
heen scored by Henry Brayton, a young 
farmer near here. How he does it is to be 

nown at the American Royal Live Stock 

Show at Kansas City, which opens tomor- 
row in an exhibit sponsored by the Wabash 
Te cr Brayton won third in the Kan- 
sas-Missouri Beef Production Contest, al- 
though he carried on his other farm oper- 
ations without interruption. He markets 
two carloads of hogs every year and main- 
tains a flock of breeding ewes from which 
he sells the lambs and wool. But sheep and 
hogs can not use all his 325-acre hill land 
farm to best advantage. Plowing those 
slopes would soon mean loss of the surface 
soil through erosion. ; : 

“How to keep that land in grass and still 
make a profit was one of his problems a 
few years ago. He consulted his county 
agent and the College of Agriculture. They 
recommended raising baby beeves under the 
Missouri plan of beef production. So great 
has been his success that when Paul F. 
Schowengerdt, director of agricultural de- 
velopment for the Wabash Railroad, was 
seeking a practical beef producer to show 
what can be accomplished by proper meth- 
ods, Brayton was suggested by the College 
of Agriculture. 

“Last November Brayton topped the St. 
Louis market with 25 of his February and 
March calves which weighed 668 pounds and 
brought an average of slightly more than 
$13.97 a hundredweight, or $93.35 a head. 
They made an average daily gain of 2.45 


pounds. 
Feed Cost $25 Per Calf. 

“Brayton figured a feed cost of $25.04 
per calf. This included a winter feed bill 
of $10.20 for each of his 36 cows from Dec. 
1 to April 30. Items in the cows’ feed bill 
included 50 acres of stalks at 50 cents an 
acre, 125 shocks of corn stover at 25 cents 
a shock, 28 tons of low grade hay at $10 a 
ton and 40 bushels of soft corn at 75 cents 
a bushel. The total was $366.25. 

“Items of summer maintenance included 
seven months’ pasture at $1.50 a month, 
bull service $1, tax 50 cents and interest at 
6 per cent $5.40. The interest charge was 
based on a valuation of $90 a head for each 
of There were miscellaneous items of 


“Figuring a maintenance charge of $27.60 
for each cow and a feed bill of $25.04 for 
each calf, a total of $52.64, Brayton had a 
profit of $40.70, a total of $1,017.75 on his 
% calves. Last spring he topped the St. 

uis market with another bunch. 

“In the beef production contest he won 
$150 cash to which he added $100 and 
bought a pure bred Aberdeen-Angus bull. 

@ use of a pure bred bull is a major fact= 
in Brayton‘s plan of baby beef -produc- 
on. ; 

“The methods this farmer uses involve 
much less financial risk than buying feed- 
ts and corn to feed them. Through the 


cow herd it also puts the grass land to pro- 
ductive use. 
“The Missouri Plan.” 

“The ‘Missouri plan’ followed by Brayton 
has three important points. First, the cow 
herd is to be maintained as cheaply as pos- 
sible. Second, the calves are pushed along 
from the time they will eat corn until ready 
for market at about 10 months. Third, a 
high class pure bred sire of some _ beef 
breed is used to insure calves that will take 
on a prime finish at the earliest possible 
age. 

“Brayton got together a bunch of average 
quality Aberdeen-Angus cows. They run on 
grass all summer, while in the winter they 
run on stalk fields and are fed corn stover 
and clover or mixed hay. The hay selected 
is the least valuable of the previous sea- 
son’s crop. They get no grain except an 
occasional feed of soft corn. 

“In this way a remarkably low mainten- 
ance cost is obtained. He figures his cost 
for 1929 at $31.55 a head. Last year it was 
$27.60, making a yearly average of $29.58. 
The labor bill was almost negligible, the 
chief item being the feeding of hay and 
stover in the winter. 

“Although the calves are never weaned, 
it required less than five minutes twice a 
day to separate them, so that labor is of 
little importance in this part of the pro- 
gram. Most of them come in February and 
March and are kept growing right along. 
They are started on corn at about three 
months old and also fed some cottonseed 
and linseed oil meal as well as a small 
amount of molasses feed. 

Developing Each Calf. 

“To develop each calf to market age has 
required only about 20 bushels of corn, 140 
pounds of other concentrates and 240 
pounds of legume hay plus the cows’ milk 
and what the calves pick up on pasture. 

“Brayton’s calves are ready for market 
at nine to ten months, weighing around 700 
pounds. They provide what the present-day 
market wants: smaller, more tender cuts

more attention be given to the strict cul- 
ling of breeding stock both bulls and heif- 
ers as an assurance of still further advance- 
ment of the breed in beef making circles. 
Too many bulls are saved to be sold as 
farmers bulls or range bulls that should by 
all means have gone via the butcher block. 
The fact of the matter is that farmers and 
rangemen require just as good bulls as does 
anyone else. For that very reason the 
breeders of Aberdeen-Angus cattle can ad- 
vance their cause much faster and upon 
much safer ground by using more care in 
the culling of their bull calves each year. 
Save only the good ones and begin to grow 
them out the minute they will take on some 
feed aside from their mother’s milk is a 
pretty good plan. 

Secretary Tomhave of the American Ab- 
erdeen-Angus Breeders’ Association also 
spoke encouragingly about the future out- 
look as guaged from information coming in- 
to his office from day to day. He is firmly 
of the opinion that strictly high class breed- 
ing cattle will find an ever advancing price 
level for the next few years and for that 
matter this may hold true for a consider- 
able number of years. A reasonable con- 
clusion when based as it is upon the ever 
increasing population, the decreasing num- 
ber of cattle and the publicity work that is 
getting under way for the promotion of 
better merchandising of meats and making 
housewives better acquainted with the real 
value of meat, especially beef, in the every- 
day diet of we Americans. Others spoke 
briefly. At the conclusion of the meeting 
each person present was invited to arise 
and introduce himself. It was then found 
that several members of the National Board 
of Directors were present, as well as its 
secretary, past treasurer, and past board 
members. E. E. Blandford, Kenneth Mc- 
Gregor, Earl G. Ryan, Otto V. Battles, and 
zeo. Porteous each of whom had at some 
time or other shown a grand champion at 
the Chicago International were also pres- 
ent. In fact this session was a very repre- 
sentative affair in so far as breeders from 
different sections of the country were con- 
cerned. Johnson Workman, who showed 
grand champion feeders at the Royal was 
also present. Many other prominent and 
active Aberdeen-Angus enthusiasts took 
part in the program. It was decided to hold 
another meeting at the 1930 American Roy- 
al time.

Influence of Production om Marketing 


W. H. Lapp 


Only a few years ago the entire poultry 
industry was embarrassed by the declara- 
tion of embargoes on the movement of live 
poultry from approximately fiftecn of the 
principal poultry producing states. Mil- 
lions of dollars were lost at that time to 
the producers and dealers in poultry and 
eggs. The adverse publicity created by 
such a situation naturally curtailed con- 
sumption and caused another loss indirectly 
of millions of dollars to the producers and 
dealers. 

The situation bringing about this condi- 
tion was attributed to the condition of the 
poultry from the standpoint of health. 
Since that time considerable study has been 
made regarding the condition of poultry in 
market channels, and the influence of pro- 
duction upon this condition. It was found 
that production was instrumental in causing 
considerable of the loss in market channels. 
At the time of the embargo orders were 
issued to disinfect and clean up all of the 
market centers and carriers’ equipment nec- 
essary in handling the poultry in the major 
market. Yet after three years we still find 
considerable difficulty manifesting itself in 
er when it reaches the market chan- 
nels. 

Poultry in the feeding station. 

Ten or fifteen years ago we could place 
birds in a battery and feed them for a per- 
iod of two weeks or more in a feeding sta- 
tion and show at the completion of the 
feeding period a carcass that had responded 
to the period of fleshing and finishing in a 
very satisfactory manner. When the birds 
were packed in boxes they revealed a uni- 
formity of texture and finish that is hard 
to obtain today. Not long ago the Poultry 


Research Society conducted a number of - 


experiments which illustrates the existing 
conditions very clearly; 

3,669 birds fed 3 days made a gain of 8 
3-10%. 

3,216 birds fed 4 days made a gain of 4 
8-10%. 

1,553 birds fed 5 days made a gain of 3 
2-10%. 

These birds were fed at the same time 
and under the same conditions; the only 
variable factor was the length of time in 
feeding. One can readily see what is tak- 
ing place after the poultry leaves the farm 
and is enroute to the consumer through the 
various market channels. The purpose of 
the feeding station is towfold in that it 
fattens and fleshes the birds and also should 
produce a finish or bloom to the carcass 
that has been closely associated with quali- 
ty and uniformity. The situation from the 
standpoint of length of time of feeding is 
not the only one that offers a perplexing 
problem. Probably a factor just as serious is 
the fact that if the birds are retained in 
the feeding batteries for five or six days, 
heavy mortality will result due to the de- 
velopment of a number of conditions such 
as flu, etc. From the standpoint of the 
average producer one might answer the 
question of length of time of feeding. by 
saying that the law of maximum return 
applies and that it is poor busines to feed 
longer than the time necessary to obtain 
maximum gain whether this is three days 
or ten days such argument might be logical 
if it could be reduced to the same results 
under all conditions without too great varia- 
tion and yet we find roasting chickens with 
a bone development for supporting a car- 
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cass of six to seven pounds weighing only 
four to five pounds. When placed upon 
feed these birds will consume from twenty 
to twenty-two pounds of feed per battery 
and yet at the end of the feeding period 
they will show only a small gain, if any. 
We also find that the amount of nitrogen 
in the droppings during the past three years 
has been declining. There is no question 
but that production is instrumental in caus- 
ing considerable of this difficulty and we 
can enumerate thé factors which influence 
the condition as follows: (1) Management; 
(2) Parasites; (3) Feeding. 
Management. 

During the past ten years the prices of 
poultry have been instrumental in stimulat- 
ing the interest in poultry production. The 
result has been that on many farms the 
flocks were materially increased without 
enlarging the equipment to take care of the 
additional birds. This overcrowded condi- 
tion was instrumental in reducing the vital- 
ity of the stock and in many cases made 
the birds susceptible to desease. These 
disease conditions appear in the stock at 
the concentration points. With the increas- 
ed numbers in the flocks on the iarms, san- 
itation, in most cases, was not given added 
consideration. It is apparent that success 
from a production standpoint will necesitate 
raising the stock upon areas on the farm 
that are more or less free from contamin- 
ation. 

Parasites. 

Feeding poultry in live cars or feeding 
stations is affected very materially by the 
presence of intestinal parasites. Many 
thousands of dollars’ worth of feed consum- 
ed annually by the poultry in the country 
does not give one penny in return because 
the poultry consuming this feed is suffering 
from an invasion of the parasites, such as 
round worms and tape worms, which natur- 
ally take up the food value in the feed and 
make normal functioning of the intestinal 
tract almost impossible. 

Poultry that has been fed preparatory for 
market oftentimes reveals physically the 
disastrous effects of intestinal worms. The 
carcass has an emaciated, sickly appearance 
and lacks any semblance toward the texture 
so noticeable in healthy fowl. 

This problem vitally concerns both the 
producer and shipper. There is not better 
time to start a campaign in every producing 
territory than the beginning of this year. 
It will pay dividends to both the producer 
and the dealer. 

Poultry coming from the farms to the 
feeding stations or live cars free from 
worms means less rejects. This has been 
proven time and again beyond a question 


of doubt. The following experiment illus- 
trates the condition clearly. 

Test Batteries No.of Birds Rejected 
during 
Feeding. 

1 4 320 birds wormed 8% 

2 4 320 birds wormed 11% 

3 4 320 not wormed 37% 

4 4 320 not wormed 30% 


Birds in Test No. 1 were given individual 
treatment for worms when in the hands of 
producers. In Test No. 2 the birds were 
wormed when they arrived at the station. 
Tests 3 and 4 were not wormed. Other 
conditions were kept the same so far as 
it was possible to do so. 

The presence of the internal parasites 
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will influence egg production 
again producers will state that afte and 
oughly worming their laying stock e a 
duction was increased.

sites, as one of our poultry problems would 
assist very materially in placing upon the 
market a better quality product. 

Wish-theigiwaeat Eanes 

1 e gradual improvement o i 
methods practiced on the farm it speiig 
to state that mature birds will not make the 
gains that were in evidence years ago, yet 
there is entirely too large a’ proportion of 
the farm flocks that do not receive adequate 
feed to supply the birds with the essential 
amount necessary for maintaining growth 
and egg production. The influence of feed. 
ing is felt throughout the entire life of the 
chicken. Upon reaching the live car or 
feeding station the results practiced from 
the standpoint of production are readily 
manifested. Feeding a well balanced mash 
assists materially in supplying vitality and 
vigor necessary to maintain the birds in a 
good healthy condition. 

A good healthy conditioned bird means a 
product of better quality. Every year we 
realize that in order to increase the con- 
sumption of poultry and eggs it is necessary 
to maintain and improve the quality of the 
product in order to gain the confidence of 
the consumer. 

A program of production which incorpor- 
ates better methods of management, control 
of intestinal parasites and better feeding 
practices will assist materially in relieving 
the present market situation and will also 
prevent a recurrence of the conditions three 
or four years ago.

Sec- 
ond, meat from animals that have been fed 
long enough and well enough on grain to 
be fat and tender. Whetting a man’s appe- 
tite with an attractive meat display or post- 
er will not convert him permanently if he 
goes home to a steak, chop or roast that is 
coarse, flavorless or so tough that he can 
hardly chew it. Young animals can be car- 
ried nearer to a finish without growing ov- 
erfat or “wasty,” which is another point in 
their favor with the meat dealer and con- 
sumer alike. 

“To sum it all up, then, making contribu- 
tions toward a fund to educate the consum- 
ing public to the advantages of giving meat 
a fair place in the diet is only half of the 
live stock growers’ battle. Producing the 
sort of meat that will have a popular ap- 
peal, that will sell readily, and make the 
‘onsumer want to come back for more, is 
equally essential if the campaign is to pay 
full dividends on the money invested.”

cattle and horses. His attention was 

soon directed to the great loss from 

females that did not produce off- 
spring with regularity. These females were 
examined by professional men and they 
could not find any cause for failing to 
breed. We purchased mares of all ages that 
had been bred repeatedly. These mares were 
dissected and soon found a condition that 
we thought might be the cause. At one dem- 
onstration held several mare owners were 
requested to examine the breeding organs. 
The owner of this mare was dissatisfied as 
we had condemned her as a breeder. An- 
other stallion owner said “He would like to 
breed this mare to his horse.” The mare 
settled from that service, then the writer 
begun to wonder what had really taken 
place. He soon had a band of these mares 
together and begun to manipulate the gen- 
erative organs which brought some results. 
So far as we know this was the first time 
the generative organs were treated in this 
manner for sterility. A lot of time and 
money had been spent but the writer was 
not satisfied. 


T HE writer grew up with registered 


Four of the best post-graduate veterinar- 
ians who were the principal instructors in 
one of the best Veterinary Colleges which 
stood at the head of the list in Veterinary 
colleges recognized by the Government were 
employed as instructors and investigators 
covering a period of ten years. A special 
room 50 feet square and equipped for this 
investigation in addition to having access to 
everything at the Veterinary College was 
the basis for the greatest investigation ever 
carried on pertaining to the generative or- 
gans in animal practice. These men were 
anxious to do this work as they realized the 
knowledge on this subject was extremely 
limited and the results might be of great 
benefit to their profession. As an illustra- 
tion a date would be made with some breed- 
er where a band of females would be exam- 
ined. These trips were made into many dis- 
tant sections where modern scientific inves- 
tigation was carried on.

The first interesting thing was 
why one cow would breed and three others 
ruined for breeding purposes through the 
use of strong drugs.

about the damage done with forceps, 
squeezing out the yellow body, crushing the 
ovaries and various other things. 


During this single-handed investigation 
made by Frank B. Graham who had put up 
all the money for the investigations, made

attending lectures and demonstrations at 
one of the best colleges covering many 
years he was probably better prepared for 
this investigation on this subject than any 
other man.

In a herd of cows there were 19 head which 
were an accumulation that had not had 
calves from one to four years. Those cows 
were treated once a week for ten weeks and 
to our great surprise the entire bunch set- 
tled. Only a few of them required the sec- 
ond or third service. The writer thought it 
must be an accident but time has proven 
that this “The Graham Chronic Barren Cow 
Treatment” is the greatest of all breeding 
discoveries.

My 4-H Club Career.

ed in the Des Moines 4-H club in 
Pe noe 1925 at which time I was twelve 
ears old. I joined the Baby Beef club and 
the later part of October I purchased two 
Hereford steers that were shipped in from 
the range. I had good luck feeding my first 
year, getting an average gain of a little bet- 
ter than two pounds a day. ; ; 

I went to our Burlington Tri-State Fair 
in August with no experience as a show- 
man, but I found a good many other boys 
just like myself. We sure had a fine time 
in our 4-H camp because everybody was so 
friendly. Our fair is a district show which 
includes four counties in Iowa and one in II- 
linois. My calf was awarded second place 
in his class in the district and grand cham- 
pion in our county. Besides the prize 
money, I received a gold medal from the 
Chicago Producers, and also a free trip to 
the International Live Stock Show in De- 
cember 1926. 

In the fall of 1926 I again purchased two 
Hereford calves of a breeder in our com- 
munity. I got these calves in November 
and had good luck feeding them, getting a 
gain similar to the one of the previous year. 
Just a week before the Tri-State Fair my 
best calf took sick and as I had sold the oth- 
er calf I decided to take the sick calf to the 
fair just the same. Of course the judge 
would hardly look at the calf and placed 
him eighth in the district. After the calves 
were judged, the officials allowed me to 
take my calf home and he died the follow- 
ing Thursday during the fair. The total 
we amounted to one hundred and fifty dol- 
ars, 

This hard luck made me blue, but I de- 
cided to try again. This time I purchased 
three calves, one of each breed. These calves 
were from breeders who were just a few 
miles away from my home. They were de- 
livered in November because I always like 
to have them on full feed by the first of 
December. 

Within a short time our 1928 Fair was 
again at hand. I had an exceptionally good 
Aberdeen-Angus steer which won the grand 
champion at both county and district shows. 
4 - got third and fourth on my Shorthorn 


I received about fifty dollars in prize 
money, and also another gold medal from 
the Chicago Producers for being the best 
feeder in the county. Then I was awarded 
afree trip to the Ames Short Course which 
was to be held in December 1928 but was 
Postponed until June 1929. There I won the 
ve stock judging contest and was also a 
member of the team that won in live stock

judging.. I received the gold medal from 
Proressor H. H. Kildee, of Ames. 

I had purchased two calves in the fall of 
1928, one an Aberdeen-Angus steer and the 
other an Aberdeen-Angus heifer. I had good 
luck feeding these calves, getting a little 
better gain than usual. I fed the heifer for 
the purpose of showing in the breeding heif- 
er club which was a new class. 

At the last Tri-State Fair I got fourth 
place with the steer and grand champion 
with the heifer, also third place in the open 
class for breeding heifers. She went to the 
State Fair where she won fifth place in 
very stiff competition. 

The business men of Burlington always 
give the Girls and Boys 4-H Clubs in the 
county a banquet every January. At the 
1928 banquet I was elected vice-president 
of our county 4-H club, and in 1929 I was 
elected president. This year we have or- 
ganized township clubs and I am vice-presi- 
dent of our township club. I have been an 
active member, attending all of the meet- 
ings, and helping in any way I could. 

I feel grateful for the honors I have re- 
ceived, the last one the greatest. Another 
boy and I have been chosen from this coun- 
ty as two of the twenty-five boys to repre- 
sent Iowa at the Club Congress at the In- 
ternational Live Stock Show this coming 
December. 

I wouldn’t take a whole lot for the experi- 
ence I received from my 4-H club activities. 
As a result of my work, my father has 
stocked up with registered Aberdeen-Angus 
cows and heifers, and I have half interest in 
them. I will feed calves for both the baby 
beef and heifer class this next year.

The 4-H baby beef show at the Ak-Sar- 
Ben Live Stock Show, Omaha, Nebraska, 
was a battle of pure bred beeves and 4-H 
club showmen.

H club show. 

Alvin Jorgensen, aged 16, is a Senior in 
high school and has been a 4-H club mem- 
ber for six years. He is a member of the 
Shelby County Baby Beef club of which 
George Larson, Harlan, Iowa, is the local 
leader. Alvin has worked hard and made a 
consistent record in his baby beef club 
work. Last year he won the reserve cham- 
pionship at the Iowa State fair. This year 
he set out to do better and won the major 
award over all breeds at the Shelby County, 
Iowa, State and Ak-Sar-Ben shows. 

Alvin enrolled in the baby beef project 
as a 4-H club member six years ago because 
he thought it would be interesting work and 
that it offered him an opportunity to make 
money on his own accord if he handled his 
project properly. 

His etforts as a club member have uot 
proven disappointing. He states that tne 
benefits he has received from club work in- 
clude, the gaining of practical experience in 
the care and feeding of live stock, the thrill 
and pleasure of competing in the show ring, 
making a monetary profit on his projects 
and inspiration from meeting and making 
the acquaintance of prominent and interest- 
ing people, which he would not have been 
able to do had he not been a club member. 

This year he has won cash premiums to- 
talling $300 with his club calf. The gross 
income from this project for this year is 
$1,500. Through club work he has also won 
educational trips to Iowa State College at 
Ames and the International Live Stock Ex- 
position in Chicago, Illinois. ; 

The record that Alvin has made in calf 
club work can be duplicated by any baby 
beef club member who selects a well bred 
animal for his project, feeds balanced ra- 
tions, cares for his calf properly and goes 
after a definite goal in his project work. 
Alvin started his calf, which was going to 
prove a grand champion, on feed at three 
months of age. The calf was allowed to 
nurse a cow twice a day until it was 10 
months old. The first ration fed was ground 
ear corn, oats and oilmeal. Later the oats 
was dropped from the ration, which was 
changed to ground shell corn, cracked bar- 
ley, oilmeal, clover hay and a little com- 
mercial feed. The amount of barley was 
gradually increased and the amount of corn 
decreased in the ration as the feeding per- 
iod progressed. The calf was fed three 
times a day from the first part of July. 

On August 10th he took his calf to the 
Shelby County fair where it started to win 
a season’s string of show triumphs for its 
youthful owner and animal husbandryman. 
The calf proven to be a good feeder when 
away from home. Following his victory at 
the Iowa State fair, Alvin took his calf 
home to prepare him for the Ak-Sar-Ben 
show. 

During this period he was fed coarsely 
cracked barley, wetted beet pulp, peanut 
meal, a little oilmeal and clover hay. Then 
he was shown at the Ak-Sar-Ben and as Al- 
vin said, “Here again, Revolution 90th, 
showed his mettle to his owner and his 
heels to his competitors, winning the grand 
championship in a class of 600 baby beeves.” 
His calf was shown in the open classes and 
was made a champion in the Aberdeen-An- 
gus classes but was defeated when shown 
for the grand champion steer of the Ak- 
Sar-Ben.
